UNSEA WORTHY SHIPS. 
Souewmat leu th.ni twenty ; ears ago, in 
another part nf I lie globe, the mrveyor 
and ship's hushaLtkd of a large concern, 
whose ship traded on long voyages to 
southern latitudes, sent la (he counting- 
house of his Oirne rs, a pucltLge wtmppei 
up in a carpenter's apron, which, on being 
opened out was found Id contain a piece 
of one of the timbers completely honey' 
combed. The worm -eaten present was 
instantly thttut into n back closet, and 
out informant (much tu his pain and 
disgust) was directed by the managing 
owner to close up the opening he had 
made" in the ship's side, without delay ot 
further inspection. It vrai the object 
of the owners to sell her, but not 
getting their price, she was despatched 
on another long voyage, with passengers 
and goods, and performed the outward 
portion of it without misfortune, but 
returning, with a cnrj{ i ihe en- 
countered a gale at the Aguihas, put 
into Simons' Hay in a bad slate:, was 
obliged to discharge cargo, and be hove 
down and repaired, at an expense of up- 
wards of three thousand pounds. This 
expense the underwriters disputed, and 
ultimately the owners were glad to com 
pound their claim for about one-third of 
that unonnt. 

Persons who, like our informant, are 
accustomed to take charge of reisels while 
in port, are constant in their inspection of 
the vessel while building, and are repeat- 
edly rejecting pieces of limber on account 
of Ktpwood and other defects. But their 
utmost vigilance is not always aulTkient 
Ship 'builders seldom scruple to slip in an 
imperfect piece if they can do so unob- 
served. The carpenters also frequency 
From sheer laziness or worse motives, omit 
to fill up treenail holes, and to clinch 
bolts, and in one vessel this party exa- 
mined, he found that after she had gone 
and come two New SouLh Wales voyages, 
that not only were some of her treenail 
holes coi-e red by the copper without being 
filled, but one in the head of the vessel 
had been deliberately filled up with pitch. 
After a long voyage, however strong a 
vessel may he, it is necessary carefully to 
examine her Lupsides, knees, bends, and 
other [>arta, which are most likely to be 
•trained or w suffer decay from the che- 
mical action of ihe sun and water ; hut 
timid Or illiberal owners will not ven- 
ture upon such examination, because 
they know that when once you begin to 
cut into a ship's side, you cannot tell 
where you »hnll stop. 

Many ships are so ill-hung together, 
and their material* originally so bad, or 
from age so decayed, lhat were it not for 
the compressing influence uf the water 
in which they float, ihey would at once 
fall to pieces. Whett this surrounding 
force is withdrawn v? disturbed, as when 
they get into troubled and shallow waters, 
their unsubstantial and incohesiee forma- 
tion is instantly disclosed. Their tender- 
ness and flexibility, by which it might be 
supposed they have in ordinary circum- 
stance! lo some degree Bcconjuiodated 
themselves to the waters, becomes their 
destruction. If they do not disappear 
altogether, it in onlyt he very dryness of 
the touchwood of which they are coin- 
posed that occasions some remnants of the 
ship to be seen floating villi the hales and 
boxes, and the dead Indies of the crew and 
passengers. 

Instances cnjuijmaily occur of old un- 
serviceable vessels being patched up as in- 
expensively as possible, and sent lo sea in a 
state scarcely seaworthy, and of such vea- 



sels returning immediately to port leaky. 
The practice has long been notorious, both 
in Ihe prosperous and depressed circum- 
stances of the colony ; both in times when 
high freights, have encouraged shipping, 
and when low ones have prevented remu- 
neration to good ships. 

Shipowners who indulge iu this wan- 
luu and detestable practice, incnc a fright- 
ful responsibility, both to the laws of God 
and man. With respect lo the latter, it 
is clearly laid down that there is an im- 
plied warranty from the master and 
owners to the shippers of goods and to the 
passengers, whether it be expressed in a 
charter-party, or other writing, or not, 
that the ship is tight, staunch, and strong, 
well mantled, fitted, andpmvided,andevery 
way sufficient at the time of sailing ; 
and it is the positive duty of the owners 
and mnsler to satisfy themselves that this 
is Llie ease, fihould she turn out to have 
been otherwise, even if they were ignorant 
of the defect, the policy of insurance 
effected on the ship is vitiated, and held 
null, and they become liable in such 
losses and damages as shall have been 
sustained by shippers and passengers, 
owing to such unseaworthiness, quite the 
same as if occasioned by bad stowage. 
If a ship sail on a voyage, and immedi- 
ately thereafter, without stress of weather 
or any .visible adequate cause, become 
leaky and founder, ur he obliged to return 
to port, it will be held I hat she was un- 
seawiirthy at Ihe time of sailing, and not 
only all contracts in favour of her be 
vitiated, bul all expenses of actual dam- 
age, detention of passengers, loss of 
markets, and reshipment of goods and 
persons in more expensive vessels^ may 
be claimed of the owners, 

A case has been stated to us illustrative 
of thin liability. A ship, not utisea> 
worthy in the sense we have been hitherto 
principally speaking of, but insufficiently 
found for keeping up with convoy, or 
running away from an enemy, was 
consequently abandoned after inspection 
by the convoy-commander, and cap- 
tured, — lier owners not only iost their 
own insurance on her, but were made 
liable for about thirty thousand pounds, 
as the value of the goods shipped in her. 
We forget ihe name of the case, but we 
think "WjiRn" was the defenfianl, The 
Act S3 Geo, III, cap, 162, declares that 
owners of ships shall not be liable to make 
good any damage occasioned tvithant th\eir 
fault, further thin the value of their ves- 
sels ; and we rather think this case occurred 
before the passing of chat Act in 1913; 
but, nevertheless, we think the limitation, 
of liability granted by the Act would not 
apply to a case of unseaworthiness. 

We know not whether there be any 
statute law imposing penalties on persons 
knowingly, or carelessly sending ships to 
sea in an unseaworthy state. Sot we have 
not any doubt from analogy thai they may 
bt punished as criminals of the highest 
order. If it can be shown that loss of life 
has been directly occasioned by such un 
act, the master or Owner being aware of 
the vessel's unfit condition to stand the 
ordinary perils of the seas, and of the par- 
ticular voyage, we think they may even 
be tried for murder; and if merely want 
of due care were the cause, Lhey would be 
found guilty of manslaughter. 8i,»ck- 
stone saya "where a workman flings 
down a piece of timber or stone into the 
street and kills a man : this may be either 
misadventure, manslaughter, or murder, 
according (o the circumstances. If it were 
in a country village, where few passen- 
gers tut, and he calls out to all people to 
have & care, it is misadventure only. But 
if it were in London, or any other popu- 
lous town, where people are conlinually 
passing, it is manslaughter. And murder 
if he knows of their passing, and gives no 
warning at all, for Lhen it is malice 
against all mankind. In general, when 
an involuntary killing happens, in con- 
sequence of an unlawful act, it is man- 
slaughter or murder, according to the cir- 
cumstances. By the Act SO Geo. II,, 
cap. 31, if any river waterman receives 
into his hoat a greater number of persons 
than the Act allows, and any passenger 
shall then be drowned, such waterman 
shall be transported as a felon," 

But any liability which may he esta- 
blished after the event of foundering or 
damage, would be poor satisfaction to suf- 
ferers. It is much to he desired that there 
should exist sume means of preventing 
this species of gambling with other peo- 
ple's lives and properties by shipmasters 
and owners — that,, i n short a power should 
exist in some officer or Court tif in- 
specting the condition of every vessel 
laid on for goods and passengers, and con- 
demning her if found not seaworthy with 
reference to the voyage for which she is 
intended, We submit it, as worthy the 
consideration of our Legislative Council, 
to establish a Board of two or more ship 
surveyors, for this purpose, and to inflict 
heavy pecuniary penalties on all masters 
and owners who may even attempt to de- 
fraud the public in so ini poitar.it a matter. 

We have alluded thus prominently to 
the subject, from the circumstance of a 
great number of old vessels, long looked 
upon as being fit only to be broken up, 
having been recently fitted out for long 
voyages, some of which, we fear, will 
never return. 

THE MELBOURNE CORPORATION. 
We perceive by the Port Phillip papers, 
that the Melbourne Corporation has de- 
termined upon borrowing £6000 for the 
improvement uf the town.

The 
cjibc of the present plaintitf, however, is a much 
stronger one: for upon the facts proved ut the 
trial, the existence of any writing at all was 
doubtful; whereM, in the ease just cited, the 
writing and the words were clearly proved [but 
it wju doubtful upon which < or what pan of 
which,) tho partie? had mude their eontract. 

The Cass cited by his Honor, of Jturlltiit v. 
Ssiitht appears to aic Co he governed by a prin- 
ciple which is not epnlieahlt! here : but before 
poiii ting out the distinction between that carte 
and the present one i I will refer ahortly, to a 
class pf eJVSCUi in wlltth it frequently becomes 
the duty of the Judge tn decide upon thu facts 
us well us tlie law, I allude ta aoiiona fur 
maliciouE prosecution or arrest, in w hich it hint 
been held ever aince ttrffoN v. ,ietii\3i<}nr t that 
tho question of probable enuse i* n mutter nf 
law to be decided by the Judge, But, 
still, it is a matter of law dependent 
on facta; and, if there he any doubt ahnut 
those facta, the Judge muet call in thfe aid of ft 
Jury to r. If ihe facta ;ire clear and un* 

disputed, and do not, in Jus irpinion, show a 
want of probables came, he may act upon that 
opinirjn nt onee, and nomsiiitthc plalntitf Hut 
if there be any doubt about the facta, orif there 
bp nny thftig tending to impeach the credit of 
the witness hy whom thoac faets aru proved, or 
iflhcQofro Jbtet of tho defendant might afTect 
the legal connluaum* to be dr^wn from, thoao 
facts, then the Judge must submit ul! thoae 
rrueBtiens to the JuTy; and direct tham to 
return a vcrdiet for tha plaintiff or defendant, 
according bb they inny ftnd the fa-it* which 
ara left for their consideration. Tho authorities 
upon this paini/ire collected in Pant*a v. IVil- 
ltein* t E Itep. p. 1*9— and the Ilule is 

thus kid down in BfaeMard v. Dnri. 2 E, and 
Ad., I7f? t "ItisdilHculi, BaysliordTenterdon, 
in giving judgment, "■ to lay down any general 
" rule, ns tu the cases where the opinion of a 
41 Jury ihould or ahoutd not be takbn. 1 have 
" oonsidered tlie correct rule to be this 1 , if there 
" be any fact in diapute between the pnitsCa, the 
" Judge fihould Icavo that question to thertii 
11 telling them if theyahculdflndin v.r. y auto 
" that fact v then, in hia QpittioLL, thero waa no 
" probable c&ubc. and their Tordict flbould bufor 
41 the platntiff; if they should hnd in the other, 
" then there wti9> efld their vetdict *honld be for 
" the defendant*" So H in thia case, it acein* to 
** me, hi* Honor who triad it, aliould have said to 
"ihe Jury. "If you think upon the facts proved 
"there wpn a written contract but ween the par- 
"lies, you will find for the ■ defendant h but ifjou 
* ' think on the other h and , the terms were ag re od 
"to, by parol, you will fittd fur the plaintiif." 
/ astitnm, it will ba observed^ that the state of 
evidence, if il had gc^e to the Jury upon this 
point, VfOiiid have warranted auah n ruling; 
though I am by no means prepared to concur 
in hia Honor's view of tho facts. Hut whatever 
they may have been, it ia antnlcient, for this 
purpose, to take-hig Honor's adiniasion. that ho 
himself acted upon the treight nf evidence This 
very o.tpitsfiion, I rippftbcnd, e»hnwa that ttie 
evidence (if evidence at td!) was in that states 
In which it should have been left to the Jury, 
in tho manner I have auggeated. 

I now oome to the ease of liiriktt v. Smith- 
There it heeame a question, whellaer the bill of 
exchange declared upim wan drawn in Londou 
or Dublin ; a higher ^tatnp being requiaite in 
the one case, than in the other. The defendant 
ofte red to prove tbnt it was drawn in London, 
although it purported to bo drawn, in Dublin i 
end objected to its being read, until I hat fact 
was determined. The Under Sheriff 1 , however, 
received it in evidence, and afwr the defendant 
had called witoeuiictf upon tlio print, left It lo 
the jury to say an whiuh place it wm drawn* 
Thin wus held to be wrong j und e verdict (or 
the pUintifF wrts set nstdc ¥ on the ground thai 
the Jury had. in effeat, been auHi^red to decide 
on a question rejecting the admissibility of 
evidence. Now it will be obvloua that the 
evidence, tipnn width it wns ludd the Under 
Sheriff should havo decided himself, was not 
evidence in tha eaiue— but waa evidence to the 
Jttdge. The wiinenacs to prove U, would have 
had to be sworn, " to make true answer to all 
such questions as the Coiitt ahotild, demand ' r 
With cnldt*nc.e ftlven under such an oath, the 

Jury hn,va^ nuthiug Lo do ; and if written ducu* 
mentis form part of it, they ought not to bereud 
aloud ; but to be seen only by the Judge and 
tho ceutnscl. This waa the course pursued in 
Smith v. fi£r«yr, Cnr^ *5lt KIt^, 49, which is to tha 
entile point us Bartleit p. Smith; and what 
thay lotlt decldfl ™ simply this, that fuels 
4-vu-rii to in a prvIimitiAt-y enquiry bb to the 
admiaribility of evidence, are to decided 
by the Judge, and imt hy tho Jury j— ai other 
words, that in stxh an enquiry t botli tho 
facts and the law arc to be dttcideiJ by the 
Judgrih KartleU v. bmith, thqreforp, dona not 
touch the present ease; for the evidence upon 
which the Jury decided in favour of the piitin- 
iilf, ought not to have been mid. until a pit- 
limituiry question had been decided j and the 
evidence upon that preliminary question (as I 
have already observed], waa evidence, not to 
tho Jury, but to the Judge* 11 ut the eviduuee 
in dispute here, was evidence in tht cawe; and 
not tnken in a preliminary enquiry, for tho 
purple of raccrtemhig whether it was to Ae* 
came evidence. The evidence waa already bc- 
fbro the Juiy, and thu only question, 1 lake it, 
then was, not whnthcT my paitof it waa re- 
ceivable* but what verdict* bb the whole then 
stood, waa to be pronounced upon it. The ver- 
bal evidence not being, init&cif. inadmisBiblCi 
there was no prellinioQTy faet to oetiio ai to its 
admissibility : end the proof of auh^^tient 
matter ih ut did not clearly, but might Jf tht Jury 
should- (tc(i*ve il, deficit its Ij^Vc,', could not make 
the verbal matter Its* evidence, or bo a reason, 
without usurping the province- of the Jury, for 
excluding it from their minds* 

But, in another point of view, 1 think tho 
evidence should hnvo been left to the Jury i 
and it is this— that what tlie witness proved of 
the contract, wns goad against the defendant 
oy conr/ of itdinisiion \ in which cfl*c, the written 
contract, (if its existenee may be. coitDidejvd 
proved,) need not have been produced. Them 
was no dispute about the (ermi of the contract* 
but simply whether they were in willing- If, 
therefore the terrna stated were really thoBO 
which were reduced into writing ; and theje 
terms were proved by the admission of the 
defendant himself, or thnt which ia equivalent 

10 it, the pTOduutJCrFi of the written instrument 
ceased to oc material. The general doctrine, 
that tho contcnta of a written instrument «m 
he pruved, unly, by the production of the in- 
Ptnnnent itself, or hy secondary evidence on a 
foundation properly laid, doea notj In such a e 
cose, apply- For aa Parke B* observed 
In SlaSicria u* Poeley, o M and IV. ti67 r 11 hi one 
** seniBe^ no douhr> the hwt evidence ia the pro* 
" duetion of the inttrument itself 4 , but the 

11 question i-., whether the adinis^ion by the 
11 pimy himself of itrt contents, la not receive' 
*" able, as aftbrding a prcsuinptLon of truth; 
" vf-heresfl parol evidence of he contents, 
H alitttudi, without its tian-praductlon boin^Q^Bt 
"accounted for, lpada to a contrary preaump- 
» lien " i^OWi liere r U U nof, clenr whether tht, 
terma were rerul by tlio plainitiT, or defendant; 
but it ii clear thot they were read, a* the actual 
contents of, mid from wlwt vtbb said to be, 
the written contract ; and, if nol reud »s such 
by tliB defendant himself, thay were otwisnted 
to bv him fis such, when read by tho plaint^r 
The witness, th#refore* givea ua the defen* 
dual's own repr*seniniLon of the contract; 
and I think, therefore, that the coniract, though 
in writing, need net have been piuduccd- The 
contrary wnu laid down by Lord TonLerden, at 
ntti prim, in Blaztini v. AY* re, i C end I s . fiHit ; 
but Ids dictum In tha,t coae, notwlihstaiiding 
the weight to which it was cnlUled, has been 
overruled. The decisions, indcud, boih ]j|ior 
and suhn^quent, do- not hear it out— and to 
aay nothing uf the) prim- cpaea of JZtirlc v 
/Vfjiejj, jg d and P. Qi2 t and Aithwrc v. Hrtnfr, 
7 C. and P. 501 t it ie completely set nt refit by 
KbilfavU J'.^'fVy. In that ease, it wna dc* 
rided that '* a parol admUiion by n party to 
suit ia nlirara rcceivuble in cvj 
him, althouflh it rolflto to tho ccntonix 



orothCTwrStteninstiiiinenti and CT*n though it- 
contcntibe directly in isano in the cause. " The 
reason," autbII. Parke, in the same cms c. "why 
r, ftueh parol Atutomeute aie adminsible, withont 
" nDiicfc to pv&duce; or npconntuig fur the 
Jl nlrtGUcc nf tlie wri'.ten irslrumcnc, is — that 
*' [hey are not Of en to tho name objection which

Now, itpplviny thin doctrine tn the present 
CnsC, itaeini, Lo tliat thcra was ample evi- 
dence to have gone to the Jury, of nn adinisjio-n 
hy the defendant, of the terms of the contract 
between tlie parties, ni:d eoniiequently thnt ihe 
production of the i^rittcta GcFutrntl, if proved to 
he in oxistenee, wbs not necessarily rccrtiireds 
On the i.yholc^ for the variuue recsona I liave 
given, I thiiiK that the nonsuit, wtts improperly 
granted ; and that the rule for a » w irinl 
should he ntnde flb^olute. 

After Mr. Justice iltcekctt hftd delivered hid 
judgment, Mr. Justice Dickiksdk r&morked 
that the view intt presenied, (that the produc- 
tion of the writing was unnecessary, its the 
assent ef the defendant to its contents, alter the 
rending of it aloud, wpj un adinissiQt\ ¥ j had not 
been BUgrgesteri to him until that morning : a 
eircumuiance which Ilia Honor regretted, ei he 
should have been glad of the opportunity of 
ounsidemig how for it iLifccied the opinion which 

Mr. S o sTic e DicKiNsun : r ! his waa an action 
for use and occupation. At the trial before 
myself a. wi nessi way culled, who p.oved that 
a verbal iie^atintlon to^k plnct betiveen the 
plaintiff and defendant, in which the terms of a. 
contract^ liketlmt mentioned in ihe declaration, 
were eomplettly ntljiialed. On vr-.~--.---x. 
nation this witness, *dic deposed that the waa 
blind nt tlio time of this coutraot, and of tlio 
trial ; and B(ated, tlmt on tho occoeion to which 
she referred, she heard n scratching noise like 
that of writing upon paper, and afterwards 
the terms of the same contract that she hitd 
before hanrd, wcru read out aloud. She said 
that, whatever were the terms of tho hiring 
wore- read over to the t)efcndant> It there- 
upon objected by the defendant'.* counsel, that 
there was evidence before the Ourtofa writtan 
contract; and therefore that the parol testi- 
mony should bo struck out of my notes. To 
this it was answered, that the verbal evidence 
ought not to be set aside ; unless it conclusively 
appeared thnt the contract was reduced into 
writing, I struck out the evidence, because it 
appeared to me that the \- - i./h'. of evidence 
wflfij that there was a written contracts No 
written contract was produced, and 1 nonsuited 
the plaintiff. 

Having consulted mth my learned eol- 
Iwguea upon the propriety of my decision, 
my bonnoenrje has very greatly diminished On 
this point, but I still think I wns tight, in 
rejecting tlie parol eviilonto. The dispute 
in fact nt tlie ttiiil ws., whether or not tho 
oral testirnaiiy should be struck out, Tho 
principle of tha controTeray was, whether Ihe 
oral avidenco was or -waB not admissible. Tho 
solution of ihai poinl depended on tlictiscer- 
i ;i n, i r of a fact; "17.., ivhcthcr the cantisct 
had been reductd into writing. >Vliero & ques- 
tion arises, na to thu udniUsrbillty of ciiJcnce, 
the lacta upon irhich iti hdriitssiuiiity ilcjn=ndB 
are to he deturmir.ed by tlie Judgu. and not by 
the Jury. (Per Alderjfln B. in BariltU v. 
Smith II— M. md TV. 486. See also Phillips 
end Amos en Evidence, 304.) The learned 
counsel foi the plaintiff, Mr roster, lias urgcii, 
that where tho d ctt>rmfaa!i«!i of facts preli- 
minary to the admission of evidence iathua 
ensi open, the Judec, lit! must not sat Jury 
aot upon tha wight, but must detridc only upon 
tho conclusiveness of testimony. I cannot se- 
cede to this propoMlion ; but, on tho contrary, 
I think that a.Tudgc in determining tlm exist- 
ence of fuctn linen which the iidiiiTasibillLj- of 
evldcnceilepends.miistbcuiiidedbythawcrght 
of the svidencelsid before him, 

I considered at the trinl, thnt the evidenci) 
hoforo mo amounted to this — vlit. , that it was 
mora probable that, the pnrlisa signed a written 
coiimict H than thfLt they did net. The blind 
witness said, she heurd thii terms of tlm letting; 
agreed upon by the parties. She then heard 
a Scratching sound, as of n pea upon, paper. 
She then heard the terms of the contract, road 
oat hy the plaintiff 1 . My own esperteiioc sal la- 
he* roe, that the intonation of voice in reading, 
is remaikuhly distinct from thnt of the same 
voice when speaking- As u matter of science, 
I. have ctlwuya understood, that n blind person 
would more readily appreciate distinctkes 
of sound, than thoso nut similsrly I minted. 
There was no irnpumtinn on ihe veracity of 
this witness, who did not appear to me to sec 
the tendency of tho crosfl examination, nnd wns 
moreover the witness of her son — tho plaintiff. 
I think, therefore, her evidence distinctly proves 
these facts; that the terms really agreed on 
ivera put into ^viitin^, ahd that sneh writing 
was read over to the defendant. Why should 
the terms agreed on bo subsequently written 
down, and read over by one purty to tho other, ' 
bur thatsuch writing should be by them made 
the eridenco of their ngioementr Tho parties 
xnet 10 make an nercement ; — we have evidence 
Lhat moat iv&fl done, that ia usually rlouo ia 
jutting ogreemcitts into wti ting i— and there- 
tore it teems to rue more likely than not, thnt 
en such an oecnaion the remainder was com- 
plnted. Tho witness being blind, obviously 
cannot speak directly to tho signature ; end her 
□pinion, 1 leave out of my consideration, 

ft does not appeal lo me, that the conclusion 
at which 1 have nriivei, interferes with the 
eases cited by the plaiuiiffs counsel, at the ar- 
gument upon this question. Dtv D. Wood v. 
Worrit, VI Bast £37, is clearly distinguishable. 
There it did not appear, thnt the written agree, 
meat related to the subject mntter of the suit ; 
— here tho witness staled, ihat the terms road 
from thu paper corresponded with those, pre- 
viously agieed upon between the plaintiff and 
defendant, TheTe, tho witDesti did not know 
the contents of the paper i— horc, Iho -ivilneas 
disti nelly declared, what the writiog contained. 
The decision in that cose wti< ui,on facta d«v 
BiinilarLo those in tho present ; and Ihe lan- 
gnageofhorilBllunbrjroufjhmaliesmereiiifevriiir 
of the rejection of the evidence In this cnie,lhan 
agsiast it. As to the ease Dot v, Pe-nrrn, citad 
in the noto to jiajte 230 of 12 East, tho tacts as 
there detailed are unlike thosa in" lbs case of 
Dee t, A/orris ; -^-heroaB Lord E1knhr?mugh in 
his judgniem ssys, that they were eioillar, Tha 
note, therefore, is pTobably incorrect ; and if 
the nate be correct, thn propriety of tile decision 
is questioned by jlr. Starkie, in tho second 
volume of his work on Evidence, in note n. to 
page 44. Mi Kino v. tl ronjl., S Ad. and £1, 
Hi, is hIso distinguishable: for there it dis- 
tinctly appealed, that the parties did not sign 
their names to the ngrermont, nnd thore was 
no evidence to show that the writing was read 
over to them. In TrcwMtt v. Lambert, ( 10 Ad. 
and El, , 4 TO), according lo Lord Denmon, 
thero wtinopraofvi-hat the minu tea went ;— 
hern the witness swore, that what vrfd read 
from the paper eoneniionded with what had 
been before agreed upon. As to the caoe 
Damer V. Ijangtfan, 1 C. and 1?., it ia an in. 
stonco of the ruin mentioned by Parke, J., 
in Tha Ti'tJiy v* J*ntfsting, i Ad, nnd 151., 210, 
viz., **!i£ it conic our, in the crDEsoitamina. 
lion of tho plain Lift's witnesses, that there 
is a written instrument, ho must produce 
it ; — but, if he make mil a jtri^nj facie 
case, without showing that thero was a 
written contract, tho other party, if ho relies 
Ofl that written enntmet, must produce tl." 
In Aimer r. f.niiijifori, 1 C, and P. the plsintiU 
made out his case, without showing- a writing. 
In this cine, tho snislencn of the writing was 
elicited, from Iht! plniniifTs own witness. The 
eases cited by Iho tlcfvhdnni'B counsel, though 
not exactly to the point in question, vIk., fV;r*> 
v, Giiffiili, liing, rSJl^, arid tVliitford v. Tnttttg i 
JO Eing, 3H5, rt.ro, in inynpinion, mueli mure in 
favour of the caurso pursued at iho tiinl, ihau 
tneeasKcitedonllLootbereidearca^ninstit, 

I have considered it RsiKcUul to jay learned 
colleagues, to enter at Lirge itilo thcreaiona 
why I adhere [o my fonner opinion. I flilfer 
from llicm with rhe erentcat raluetance ; but 
on the whole I am of opinion, thai tlm parol 
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Ttiorc were three actions between tha oboTt 
parties which hud been stivenilly biouj;ht for 
nssiult, for (dander, and Tor debt. In the Int- 
ter ef the^o Mr. FouTnit now moved for a com- 
mission 10 examine witnesses lit EngUtid, mid 
rtt Xcw Z.jalnntl, and fnr the poslpOnement of 
triid until the return of the culmination- The 
plninlirf'rt clnim was u certfiin uum, ulledged vo 
be due (£232) for lllfl services as a surgeon on 
board the ship Persian, at which the defendant 
w.s master, aud tho affidavits filed in support 
Of tlie present motion, staled, that thore was a 
good defence on the merits, inasmuch as the 
plaintiff had agreed tu serve nu such surgeon 
widiout any other remuneration than his pes- 
nngc. Stc., which defence could only bo pruved 
by the evidence of ceriniu witnesses residing 
in England and ul New Zealand. 

The application wns opposed hy Messrs. 
M'lXHBTEii and Mien ih, upon the ground that 
the iillidiivits of the defendant, which Imd been 
filed in support of it, were in.olritient, ns they 
failed to set fotLh specifically what the wit- 
nesses, purposed to be examined under the 
commission, were expected to provo. An affi- 
davit of the plaintiff was also read in answer, 
for the purpose of showing thet the application 
hml tieeit made for dclny, ant] that no further 
proof could be given by the witnesses proponed 
to bo examined under the commission, thrtn 
hnd already been given hy the witnesses al- 
ready examined in the cause rfc asm tstr, or 
than could be given by cerlain cabin passen- 
gers cf iho vessel, nnw residing In Sydney. 

Their Hokoiis refused iho application, with 
cosui, upon I he around that the materiality of 
tho (vitnesees .ourjlit to ho esamiiicd by com- 
mission, was not shown ■ hut granted leave to 
renew the applies don whenever belter materials 
should be procuied-

iober calculations." 

1. InNaw England n railway of three miles 
lnestentwns constructed ot Quincy, for the 
purpose of 1 1 an sporting the valuable granite of 
lhat towutn tide water, at an expense of 11,000 
dollars, or £S200, pee mile, without machinery. 

2. Three railroads, from Boston to Lowell, 
Worcester, and Providence, 40 mife, at the ex- 
pense of 1,000,000 of dollars each, or £o0f)0 per 
mile, without machlnery.
